a record for love letters which is well- 
nigh unapproachable.

than six months they wrote to each 
other a quarter of a million words, 
enough to make four ordinary novels. 
The letters were written generally 
daily, and often twice dally, and each 
elicited a passionate reply. 
The fol­ 
lowing is a sample from Browning: 
‘‘Von are the most entirely lovable 
I ever dreamed perhaps might be in a 
better world—altogether made up of 
affectionateness and generosity. 
I do 
not much fear, now, I shall ever of­ 
fend you—in the miserable way of giv­ 
ing you direct offence which mortal 
will and endeavor could avert . . . but 
at present I almost love even the ap­ 
prehension that I may be found out to 
be useless, too unworthy in the end; 
let it be said so, since I feel it so, my 
own Bm ! ('Ba’ was Browning’s tender 
appellation for Miss Barrett). 
I love 
this, because your denr love seems 
fit to cover any Imperfection of mine; 
I dare say you do not see them as you 
say—but you will, perhaps, and then 
I trust to the love wholly. 
I want 
forms, ways of expressing my devo­ 
tion to you—bul such as I am, all is 
yours. . . . 
“Are you out today, beloved? 
It Is 
very warm; be careful, like the dear­ 
est Ba jou are! And kiss me as I kiss 
you . . . all except the adoration 
which Is mine indefeasibly. 
“May God bless you ever for your 
very own.”

Queer Jobs Undertaken by Women 
to Make Life Interesting 


New ways of making life interesting 
while earning a living are constantly be­ 
ing found by women whose tasks now 
range from observation and charting of 
the skies and planets to cooking food and 
feeding it to swarms of plant germs, 
w’hich are kept for the purpose of scien­ 
tific study in laboratories of the govern­ 
ment. Although women have practiced 
law, medicine and dentistry mr some 
time, it has been only in recent years 
that they were installed in large office 
buildings as elevator operators, as atten­ 
dants in automobile filling stations and 
placed rn other departments of industry 
formerly occupied entirely by men. In 
research lines connected with the study 
of natural specimens of inseci and small- 
animal life, women are to be found re­ 
cording the habits and structure of sub­ 
jects in many museums. 
Posters and 
drawings of value to cattle raisers and 
dairy farmers are the result of observa­ 
tions made by women trained for the 
purpose, while horticulturists are aided 
by women experts who specialise in learn­ 
ing the secrets of developing fruits and 
vegetables of better qualities. A great 
number of exhibits to be seen in natural­ 
i s t ory expositions are the work of 
women artists, who prepare and set tip 
the specimens composing such groups and 
design the artistic foliage and landscajies 
which make up the lifelike backgrounds.

Emergency Tire Patch

Pulling Motorboat on Beach 


At a gummer cottage, where a regular 
dock is not available and where the only 
safe method of “docking” a boat for the 
night is to drag it up on the beach, the 
usual method of doing this is generally 
too much for one man; he can easily do 
it alone, however, by using a simple winch 
of the kind shown in the drawing. A point 
on the beach near a large tree is selected 
as a landing place. A deep hole is drilled 
into the tree, to receive a length of large 
pipe or heavy steel rod. If available, a 
piece of an automobile axle will do. A 
strong rope is tied to the prow' of the boat 
and a loop is tied at the other end. By 
slipping a stout piece of lumber, or a 
crowbar if handy, through the loop and 
twisting the rope around the pipe as 
shown, the boat will be slowly pulled up 
on the beach. Skids under the boat wall 
reduce friction and prevent damage to
